A. We maintain no other Dodtrin than that of 
the Catholick Church, which no Scripture nor fuf- 
ficient Realon can be objected, viz. that if Baprifm 
ferioufly be adminiftred in the fame Element and 
with the fame Form of Words which Chrift’s Infti- 
tution Teaches, there is no other Defect can make 


it void or deprive it of the Nature of a crue Sa- 
crament. And ali acknowledge that to Re baptize 
thofe that are already Baptized is Urlawtul. A 
Defect in the Perfon adminiftring cannot in Equiry 
be fupposd to take away ihe Force of the Word 


and Sacraments, much lefs their Nature and very 


Subftance. The want of Vocation in a Perfon 
Teaching the Truth deprives not the Hearer of the 
Renefit of it 5; no more does the want of calling in 
thofe that Baptize render Baptifm of no effect. 
The chief Objection againft this is, rhat Baprifm 
without Ordination, is like a Judgment without 
Jurifdi@ion, void and of no effect. Bur to this 


we Anfwer, thac the Fruit of Baptifm depends 
wholly upon the Covenant that God has made, 
which in Adult Perfons Faith and Baprifm, 


but in Infants Baptifm alone, by the very Receiv- 


ing of which they are Enutuled to the Benefits of 


it. For all orher Moral and Ecclefiaftical Laws 
relating to Baprifm regard the Perfons adminiftring 
it, and not him to whom it 1s Adminiftred. And 
tho’ God has committed the Adminiftration of Bap- 
tifm to Men {pecially called and appointed, yer 
this was for the fake of Order and to avoid Confu- 
fion in the Church, and nor to the End that the 
very Being and Force of the Sacrament itfelf fhou’d 
depend upon their Authority.
